That the sentiment of the American 


-people ia strongly in favor of our bar- 
ing ships of war equal to the beat float- 
ing armaments of Europe, is evidenced 
by the great interest taken all orer the 
United States in comparative statistics. 
They are too long to enumerate tally, 
and there being no necessity for our 
raising a navy ia a hurry, the question 
does not affect us as immediately as it 
does our trans-Atlantic friends. 
Some 


few points and figures about the strength 
of John Bull's ironclads, however, are 
interesting reading. That country owns 
thirty ironclads of the best modern con- 
struction, carrying cannon from six and 
a half tons up to eighty tons, varying in 
calibre from seven inches up to sixteen 
inches, A correspondent ot the New 
York Herald says that "the heaviest of 
the guns weigh over 160,000 pounds, 
are 32 feet S inches in length, and with 
» 1700-pound projectile driven by 370 
pounds of powder at a velocity of 1520 
feet a second, produce an energy equal 
to the effect of 27,213 tons of metal fall- 
ing from a distance of one foot upon 
any object. The smallest of these guns 
will drive a bolt through seven inches 
of iron at 500 yards distance, and the 
laigsst will pot their shot, under the 
same conditions, through twenty-seven 
inches of iron. 


England can bring to bear upon the 


fortifications of Alexandria 221 heavy 
guns, 106 of these being of the 6%-ton 
class, 65 of the 12-ton, 39 of the 18-ton, 
iO of the 25-ton and 4 of the 80-ton. 
Thirty 12-ton guns could in ten minutes 
pour into the city fifty tons of metal, 
which would develop a total energy of 
C.96,600 foot tons at a distance of 4,000 
yards; twenty 18-ton garm could in the 
same time throw 36 tons of metal with 
an energy of 474,700 foot tons.

The twelve cities ranking highest in
